STEUBENVILLE’S ONLY LOSS 

Before 18,000 thrilled fans the mighty Massillon 
Tigers came from behind to throw off the Big Red of 
Steubenville, after trailing the first half 7 to 6. The 
second half was a different story, however, for the final 
score was 33-13, another Massillon victory. The first 
touchdown was Steubenville’s as they took advantage oi 
a Massillon fumble. Johnny Stojack ran a fake reverse 
around right end for the score. Then the Tigers roared 
back as Chuck Holt took the ball on the Big Red’s 10 
yard line and plunged through for the touchdown. The 
second half was all Massillon. Holt again knifed his 
way through to put Massillon in the lead.

The Massillon Basketball Squad opened their initial 
game of the season by downing Akron Central 51-47. 
Central had the speed hut needed some of Massillon’s 
height. The score switched hack and forth throughout 
the game until Blankenbicker finally pulled the game out 
of the fire by sinking two fielders in the closing minutes. 
Akron’s pride and joy, Hank Vaughn, took scoring hon¬ 
ors with 29 points. The Tigers were paced by Harrison. 

Playing listless ball the first three periods, the I igers 
tried to make up for it by a last quarter rally ; but fell 
short as they were defeated by Canton I imken, 36-33. 
The Massillon boys stood up under pressure as they cut 
an 11-point lead to only three points. Joe Harrison net¬ 
ted 12 points. 

The Massillon quintet scored a surprising 41-37 vic¬ 
tory over Akron North in their first invasion of the 
season. The Tigers’ height saw them through from be¬ 
ginning to end. A late North rally failed. I he scoring 
was equally distributed among the Massillon players with 
Williams getting 13. 

The Canton McKinley Bulldogs lead the entire game 
to sock a crushing defeat on Massillon by a score of 
45-33. The Tigers were unable to get the hall off oi the 
backboards while the Bulldogs just pecked away at the 
baskets. This was Weisgarber and Harrisons last game 
against Massillon’s old rival, McKinley, as they were 
soon to be inducted into Uncle Sam’s armed forces. 

Winning their first county series game of the season, 
the Massillon Tigers topped Alliance 40-31. The Tigers 
showed a faster offense than at any time this season 
although they threw the ball away frequently in fast 
breaks. Good follow-up shooting gave \\ illiams scoring 
honors with 12 points. 

The Tigers came through again to beat Canton Lin¬ 
coln’s spirited cagers, 40-28. Massillon’s principal threat 
was a fast break that shot the locals into a 0-point lead. 
It was a closely officiated game with a total ol 37 foul 
violations. Weisgarber sparked the I igers with 12 points. 

The Tigers played aggressive ball to cop their tilth 
win and turn in their best performance of the season. 
Massillon outfought Akron Kenmore under the basket 
and showed improvement in their passing. V illiams 
scored 14 points in the lirst halt to share honors with 
Holt in Massillon’s 44-34 victory. 

After a brilliant fourth period rally to overcome a 
9 point lead and tie the score at 37 apiece, the Tigers 
dropped the game to Akron South in the last 15 seconds 
on a South fielder. Tom Jasinski and Keve Bray turned 
in Massillon’s to]) performances of the game. I he score 
was 39-37. 

In the roughest game ol the season Akron St. \ in 
cent edged out the Tigers 23-22. The lone referee had 
a hard time keeping up with the spirited play. 'The lead 


switched back and forth the whole game. “Doc" \\ il¬ 
liams, Massillon’s leading scorer, was high with seven 
points in the low scoring tilt. 

Bob Williams and Tom Jasinski scored goals in the 
last two minutes to bring in a victory over C anton Leh¬ 
man by the score of 42-38. The packed gymnasium fairly 
shook amidst the excitement of the fans. Lehman had 
set the pace until the last quarter when the Tigers took 
over. 

Scoring their second upset in a row, the Massillon 
Tigers took revenge for the defeat earlier in the season 
by downing Canton McKinley 40-38. The locals built 
up an 11 point lead in the third period by displaying their 
best fighting spirit of the year. Then came a Bulldog 
rally hut it fell short and the final buzzer ended the 
game. Jasinski gathered 16 points to top both teams in 
scoring. 

The Tigers dropped their fourth game to an Akron 
team by three points or less, as they were topped by 
the Akron Last quintet 35-32. The locals had a six 
point advantage going into the final quarter. Hast then 
got to work leaving Massillon with a three point deficit 
at the end of the game. Williams led the Tigers with 
13 points. 

The Tiger basketball team won their second game 
with Alliance by a score of 30-25.
